amend an A£t of Padiament of Ireland, pafted in the thirty- third rear 
« Majefty, intituled, “ An Aa refpeaing the colleaion of

‘ Prelcntment, and for the better regulation of the mode of eledion 
‘ and office of Treahirer of the Public Money of the city of Dublin,” as re- 
lates to the bills of Apothecaries for medicines and neceffaries provided for 
pnloners, or to any Prelentment for the fame ; lhall be Repealed : Saveib 
far as the find Ads or any of them repeal auv -former Ad or Ads of Par- 
liament, or any claufe matter or thing therein ; and alfo &ve and except 
as to any proceeding for the puniffiment of any perfoii or perfons for or in 
relped of any offence or offences which- lhall before the commencement of 
tins Ad have been committed againft any one or more of the faid Ads ; 
and alio lave and except that all and’eyery prefeiitments appointments and 
otnerads, whicn on or before the faid day ffiall haveheeirlawfullv made 
or clone under or by virtue of any one or more of the faid Ads, fliall Hand 
ami be of the lame force validity and e.ffcd (unlefs .herein exprefsiy other--

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•wire provided) as ifthis'A6l had not pafTed ; and alfo’fave and except that 
•all and every riiedicines neceffaries materials or workmanthip, which (hall 
have been lawfully funiiihed or done under or by virtue of aiiy one or more 
■of the faid fliall be paid for in the fame manner in all rel|3e6ls as if 
this Adi had not pafTed, 

And be it Ena6led -by the Autlaority aforefaid, That every Gaol 
; Bridewell Houfe of Corredlion' Marflialfea Penitentiary Houfe Sheriff’s 
prifon and other Priions in Ireland, of what nature or kind foever the fame 
.ftall be, fhall confifl of two feparat'e parts, one for Male and one for 
Female prifbners, with a complete clivifion between them fo as to pi'cvent 
any intercourfe between the faid male and female prifoners ; and that to 
each of tne faid parts there ihall i)e annexed and belonging a yard of 
fufficient dimenfions to enable the faid prifoners to have the benefit offrefh 
air and exercife therein ; and that in every fnch yard there fhall be a bath, 
and alfo a necelTary-houle or privy to v/hich Inch prifoners refpeflively 
fnall have free accefs at all times, as far as the fame can be confiflently 
with the fafe keeping of fuch prifoners ; and that there fhall be in every 
fuch yard a good water pump ; and that in every fuch Prifon the^e fhall be 
a common hail or kitchen for males and another for females ; and that in 
every County Gaol there fliall at the male fide be two yards jn-ovided as 
aforefaid, one for Debtors and King’s Evidence and the other for prifoners 
accufed of crimes ; and three common halls, one for Debtors and King’s 
Evidence, one for perfons charged with treafbn or felony, and one for 
perfons charged with or convibled of inferior offences ; and that the 
apartments for the prifoners in every fuch Prifon fliall be diy and airy, and 
fhall if poffible be fo numerous as to afford a fep.arate room or cell for each 
prifoiier to fleep in, and that in every fuch Prifon there fliall be one or more 
room or rooms, cell or cells, according to the fize of fuch Prifon, fit for the 
reception and folitary confinement of perfons of infane mind, or of out- 
rageous behaviour, as allb a chapel or room appi'ojiriated for religious 
purpofes, and one or more infirmary or infirmaries, or room or rooms for 
the reception of fick prifoners, with fuitable rooms or clofets belonging 
■thereto refpedlively ; and alfo one or more room or rooms fit for and which 
fhall be appropriated to the exercife of trades and induflry ; and it fliall 
not be iawAii to build any Gaol or other Prifon in Ireland which fhall not 
•be on fuch a plan and of fuch dimenfions as to afford all and every accom- 
modations and advantages aforefaid refpeblively. 

And be it Enabled, That all and every the expeiice of building purchaf- 
ing procuring altering enlarging and repairing the Maidhalfea of the Four 
Courts, and all and every Penitentiary Houfe or Houfes in Ireland 
fhall be difeharged, and all and every Rent payable for or in ref[ie6l thereof, 
or of the ground or appurtenances thereof refpeeflively, fhall be paid out of 
the Confolidated Fund of Ireland, and the faid expences of all and every 
County Prifbns, whether Gaols Bridewells Pfoufes of Correblion Sherhf’s 
Prifons or otherwife, fhall be defrayed by the refpeblive counties by Prefent- 
ments on the faid counties, to be made by the Grand Juries thereof refpec- 
tively ; (to wit) in the county of Dublin and county of the city of Dublin, 
at the Prefentlng Terms, and in the other counties at their refpeblive 
Aflizes, fave as hereinafter particularly mentioned. 

And be it Enabled, That it fhall and may be lawful to and for the Lord Ford Lieute- 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time "y**- y^rder 
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ng, to order and direct, whenever he or they fhall think proper, that the i'ng, repair- 
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that a new Marflialfea fhall be built on the fame or’ any other fcite or fitu- 
ation, and on any plan comjjrizing the accommodations and advantages in 
that refpeft beforementioned, which he or they fliall think proper, and in 
like manner that any Penitentiary Houfe or Koufes (hall be built altered 
enlareed or repaired at fuch time or times on fuch plan or plans comprizing 
thefald advantages, and in fuch place or places as be or they thall think 
proper, and to ilfue his and their order to the Board of Works for the exe- 
cuting of iuch work accordingly, who fhall caufe the fame to be executc{i 
accordins: to iuch order, in fuch way, whether by coiUracl: or otherwife, as 
fhall be^dhecled by fuch order, and for default of fuch dire6Uon then in 
filch way as they fliall think proper. 



And be it Enadted, That it fhall and may be lawful for the Grand Juries 
aforefaid, at the Affizes and Prefenting Terms refpedtively, and they are 
hereby required from time to time to enquire into the ftate of the Gaols 
Bridewells Houfes of Corredion and other Prifons of their rdpedlive 
counties, and if they fhall find them or any of them in want of repair or 
deficient in any of the accommodations or advantages aforefaid, they arc 
hereby empowered and required to prefent fuch fum or fums as fhall be 
deemed neceffary to remedy fuch deficiency, whether by enlarging or alter- 
jng'the fame, or by providing a new Prifon in lieu thereof, or by building 
any new and additional Bridew'ell or Bridewells or Houfe or Houfes of 
Corredion, or to effedluate fuch repair as may be neceffary, and to contract 
and agree w'ith any perfon or perfons for building re-building finifhing 
repairing altering or enlarging any Gaol or other Prifon as aforefaid, or any 
buildings ’or conveniencies belonging thereto, at a certain fum payment 
or allowance for the fame, fuch Contradtor or Contradlors giving fufficient 
fecurity by recognizance in double the fum to be coiitradted for, and to be 
approved of by fuch Grand Jury for the due performance thereof, to the 
re^ieftive Clerks of the Peace for fuch county ; and it fhall be lawful for 
the Grand Jury at any Affizes or Prefenting Term, to prefent one or 
more main or mains or pipes, of fuch bore or bores as they fhall think pro- 
per, to be laid in the moll convenient line to convey Water to any fuch Gaol 
or other Prifon whenever they fhall find it poffible and deem it expedient fo 
to do, and fliall have the con'fent of the Owner or Owners of the water lb 
To be conveyed, and accordingly at all times to convey water through the 
lame, and to prefent fuch fum or fums as fhall be neceffary for the jiurpofe, 
and alfo to prefent at each .Sjiring Affizes or Eafler Term a reafonable fum 
to be raifed upon the county, and paid as a Rent for the ufe of the water to 
be fo conveyed, if the fame fhall be demanded : Provided always, that If 
any perfon or perfons fhall think they may be injured by the paffing of fuch 
pipes or watercourfes through their Lands, they may at the faid Term or 
AifizeS'Or at the Term or Affizes immediately following, enter in open 
Court a traverfe to the laid Prefentment, and the Jury trying fuch ti'averle 
lliall true verdidl give, whether any and what damage will arlfe to the 
perfon or ])e]'foiis fo traverfing, and the verdict fo found flia.ll be con- 
clufive to the party or parties, and either in the fame or the next fucceed- 
ing Term or Affizes the Grand Jury of the laid county may prelent luch

AND, the better to preferve fuch pipe main or watercourfe when laid or Penalty on

be by him placed to the credit of the county, and the other half to the 
perfon or perfons who fhall difcover and caufe the faid Offender or 
Offenders to be coirvided. 



Provided always, and be it Enabled and Declared, That nothing in this 
Abl fhall extend to authorize any fuch Grand Jury or Grand Juries, and 
that it fhall not be lawful for any Grand Jury to begin to build or rebuild 
any fuch Gaol or any other Prifon, until the plan or fcite thereof, and alfb 
the contrabl or contrabls upon which the fame is propofed to he built or 
rebuilt fhail have been previoufly agreed to and approved of by the Lord 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of -Ireland for the time 
being. 

And be it Enabled, That all Bridewells which fhall be built repaired 
purchafed or taken at a Rent under this Abt, fhall be deemed and taken to 
be County Bridewells to all intents and purpofes, as if built under thepro- 
-vifioiis of any of the Abls' hereby entirely or in part repealed. 

AND whereas a fire or fires or other unforefeen accidents may happen in 
any of the faid Gaols or other Prifons, and in fuch cafe it may be nece-flary 
-thatluch Gaol or Building fliould be repaired before there can be any 
•opportunity to make provifion for the fame as aforefaid ; BE it Enabled, 
That in cafe any fire or other unforefeen accidents fliall happen in any of 
the Gaols or other County Prifons aforefaid, it fhall and may be lawful to 
and for the High Sheriff or Sherifis of fuch county to caufe an eflimate 
and valuation to be then forthwith made of the fiim neceffary to be 
expended on the repair and prefervation of fuch Gaol or other Prifon, and 
that thereupon it fhall and may be lawful for any or more Juflices 

of the Peace for fuch county, after having jointly infpebled the faid damage, 
to make an order under their hands and. feals on the Treafurer of fuch 
i4 county to pay or advance to any perfon or perfons fpecified in fiich order, 
fuch fum or films as may be neceffary to complete fuch repair not exceed- 
ing the film of one hundred pounds, which fum or films the faid Treafurer 
IS hereby required to pay, provided he has in his hands money of the faid 
county fufficient for that purpofe, which fum lb paid fliall be replaced by 
Prefentment to be made for that purpofe in manner aforefaid at the firfl 
bp[)ortunity which fhall occur after the payment thereof.

And be it hnthcr Ena6led,^That it fliall and may be lawful to and for m:.y 
the Court of King’s Bench in I'erm time, and to and for any Judge of the le- 
faid Court in vacation, either on the finifning of a new MarfhaHeaof the 
Four Courts, or on occafion of or for thejmrpofe of repairing fuch Prifon, MaWimtieM 
or on occafion of any infcclious diforder or fudden accident, or on or for 
any other reafon purpofe or occafion of a like nature in any rcfpefl, which 
foch Court or Judge lhall deem to be luificient, to order that the Prifoners 
in fuch Marfiaifca or any one or more of them, fhall he removed toanv 
other Prifon fpecificcl in fuch order, there to remain until difeharged by 
due courfe of law, or until removed therefrom by another order of the like 
nature, or remanded to the laid Marflmllca ; and any fuch removal {hall not 
be deemed to be an Elcape, 



And be it Enafted, That no perfon or j)erfons, Body or Bodies Corporate 
40 or Politic, iliall by themfelves or any other perlbn in trufi; for them, give 
take or receive any fee money or gratuity, or other valuable or beneficial 
confidcration whatfoever, or any promiie thereof, for or in relpeft of the' 
ajipointment nomination or recommendation of any per/bn or perfons 
w’hatlbcver to be Keeper of any Pj-ifon in Ireland, or to hold any office 
under fuch Keeper, or knowingly apjioint or caufe or procure to be 
appointed any perfon or perfons to llich office, for or in rel{ 3 e 61 : of any fee, 
money gratuity or other valuable confideratioii whatever, given or 
promiled to any perfon or jierfons whatfoever, for or in refjjefl: 6 f fuch 
appointment, or the obtaining of fuch office ; and each and every perfon fo 
oifending {hall forfeit the fum or penalty of together with 

the fum fo given as aforefaid, one moiety of fuch forfeiture to be paid 
to the King, and the other with full colds of fuit to the Informer^ who 
ffiall by bill plaint or information in any of His Majefly’s Courts of' 
Record firld lue for the fame. 
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And be it Enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That all Grand Juries Salary 
of counties at the Prefenting Terms in the county of Dublin and county 

47 of the City of Dublin, and at the Afiizes in all other counties in Ireland, 
are hereby empowered and authorized to aj)23oint fuch falaries and allow- 
ances to the feveral Keepers of County Priibns in their refpe<^ive counties, 
and to their Affiflants, as they {hall think proper, and to alter the fame 
from time to time as they {liall fee occafion, and to direbl fuch falaries and 
allowances to be paid by the Treafurer of fuch counties relpeblivciy ; all

And be it Enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That every Keeper of a ^<eeper.3of 

48 Prifon in Ireland fhall be and is hereby required t« provide himf-elf with proildcdwith 
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cce or more printed cojiy or copies of this prefeut Afl, and to keei) anti 
have the fame at all times ready to produce for the iiilpeftion of anv 
Magi tivye or Magiftrates, or other pertbn or perfoos iegally appointed 
who (hall at any time vifit or mfpea fiich Prifon, or enquire into the con<l.,v’ 
of fuch Keeper, under a penalty of five pounds, to he recovered in the 
ufual manner by civil bill by any perfon wdlo lhall inform thereof. 

And be it Enaaed, That it fhall and may be lawful for the Grand 
Jury of every' county in Ireland, except the county of Dublin, and except 
counties of cities and towns, at each Affixes and Prefentino- Term refnec- 
tively and for the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief GovernS- or Governors 
of Ireland for the time being, in the county of Dublin, and in every county 
■of a city or county of a town, to aiipoint an Infpeaor of Prilbns for liicii 
comty reljreaively, and alfo of every Bridetvell Sheriff’s Prilbn Marffiahea 
orHoufeof Correaion within fuch county of a city or a town, and if any 
of the laid Pnfons lhall be diftant more than ' miJes from the 

county Gaol, then to ai>point in like manner an Infpeaor of fuch Prifon- 
and every fuch Infpeaor lhall be required to oblerve the feveral regulations’

duties thereof, then and in every fuch cafe it fhall and may he lawful for &c. 
fuch Court or Judge by a fummary order to remove fuch Officer from his 
faid office, and every fuch Officer while he fhall hold- fuch office ffiall be 
decreed deemed and c-onfidered in refpedt thereof as an Officer of the faid 
Court’ of King’s Bench and of fuch Affizes Court refpe611vely, and fubje£l 
to the orders thereof refpedlively as fuch. 

And be it Enadted, That it fhall be lawful for the Infpedior of rnfp«aors t® 
•every Gaol or other Piifon in Ireland, and he is hereby required to procure 
and provide bread meal potatoes or fuch-other food as he fhall judge 
mofi proper, to the value of not lels than five pence per day, for every 
perfon confined for any offence under his infpedlion, who fhall ftand in 
need of fuch affiftance, and to caufe the fame to be regularly difiributed 
among the faid prifoners four times in every week, to wit, on Sundays 
Mondays Wednefdays and Fridays, in prefence of faid Infpecfor or of one 
66 of the Chaplains, and alfo of the Keeper of fiich Prifbn, and the Grand 
Juries of the feveral counties in Ireland are hereby empowei'ed and required 
•to make fuch prefeiitments in advance as they may deem neceffary to pro- 
vide for the fame, and if flich fliall by any means not be made or being 
made fliall be found infufficient, then to prefent fuch fums as ffiall ajipear 
to have been neceffarily expended for fuch purpofe,. either without fuch 
prefentment or over and above the amount thereof, and the fums fo pre- 
fented fhall be paid over in manner hereinafter mentioned : Provided 
always, that the Infjiedtor and Chaplains ffiall divide the duty of diftributing 
faid allowance equally between them, and the certificate of any of them, 
together v/ith that of the Keeper of the Prifon, fliall be a fufficient warrant 
to the T]-eafurer of the county for the payment of fuch film or fums as 
may be expended in procuring faid food. 

And be k Enadled, That all and every fum and fums of money which lorpeftora, 
ffiall be granted by any Grand Jury for bread or other neceffaiies as afore- cou’nt^oa^' 
faid, fhall be accounted for on oath in open Court by the different Infjiecf oaih. 
tors and Chaplains refjiedlively. 

And be it Enabled, That it ffiall be lawful for the Grand Jury Fordefraying 
6; at each Aflizes and Prefenting Term refpedHvely in Ireland, to pre- 
fent on the refpedlive counties all fdch fums as to them ffiall appear by affi- 
davit to have been neceffarily expended for ftraw for the prifoners entitled 
to an allowance of bread as aforel’aid in any County Prifon within their re- 
fpeflive counties, or any neceffary petty expences attending the Priibn, as 
slfo to prefent in advance fuch fums as they ffiall think neceffary for the faid

proper fums for thofe purpofes, there fliall be laid before the Grand Jury 
by the Keeper of every County Prifoii in Ireland at each Affizes and Prefent- 
ing Term, a calendar of his Prifon fince the laft Aflizes or Prelenting Term, 
with the date of the committal and difeharge of each perfon.

And be it further Enacted, That the feveral fums beforementioned to 68 
be prefented for the purpofes of providing fuel, prifon drelTcs, iron bed- 
fieads, beds, tickens and blankets, bed-cloaths and firaw for prilbners as’ 
aforefaid, lliall be paid into the hands of the Inlpeclor of Prifons for the

Provided always, and be it Enabled, That all bread and other provi- 
fions, ffiraw, prifon drelfes, bedffieads, bed-tickens, blankets and bed-cloaths, 
which Ihall be fo diftributed in the Marflialfea of the Four Courts or any 
Penitentiary Houfe, and alfo all bread, provifions, drelfes or clothes, 
medicines and other necelfaries which fliall be fo furnilhed as aforefaid to 
any convibl under fentence of tranfportation, or pardoned or relpited from 
death on condition of tranl'portation, who fliail be removed out of the 
county in which he was convibted, lhali and may be .paid -for in manner 
aforefaid, by the Colieblor of Excife of the diltribf, out ot any publick money 69 
in his hands, and that faid Colleblor of Excife fliall all'o out of fuch money 
advance to every Inch Infpcblor fuch fums for the faid purpofes or any 
of them, as fuch Infpebtor fliall, by affidavit to be made before any Jufiice 
of the Peace for the county, ftate to be reafonable and neceflary lor Inch 
puipofe.

7 'hat a table of fees thail be made out by the bifpedtor General of Pritons, 
and the Infpector of Prifons in the comity of the city of Dublin, to be 
laid by them before His Majefty’s Court of King’s Bench, which table, if 
it fnali be approved by the Court, fliall ferve as a General Regulation for 
fees throughout Ireland, and the Infpedor General of l^rifons tliall clifrri- 
bute copies thereof to the feveral County Infpedtors, to be by them placed
